St. Petersburg, July 25.— W ar to the 
knife with revolution ami the knife to 
the hilt, has been proclaimed by Pre­ 
mier Stoiypin in a telegram addressed 
to the governor 
generals, governors 


I and prefects throughout Russia and to 
I tho viceroy of the Caucasus, who are 
ordered to strike and spare not in ef­ 
forts to preserve order and crush “the 
enemies of society." 
Included in this category, as shown 
by the events of the day are not only 
revolutionists and socialists, but also 
the 
educated 
liberal 
and 
landed 
classes represented 
in the Constitu­ 
tional Democratic party whose clubs 
everywhere have been closed, and all 
the progressive newspapers, which a re 
not permitted to lift their voices a n y ­ 
where throughout the entire land. 
Premier Stoiypin s telegram is as 
follows: 
“ In conformity with instructions re­ 
ceived from the em peror with the view 
to securing full co-operation between 
the different local authorities, I h ere­ 
by inform you that the government 
expects you to exercise vigilant an I 
untiring supervision over your subordi­ 
nates so th a t order may be promptly 
and definitely restored. 
Disturbances 
must be suppressed and revolutionary 
movements must be put down by all 
legal means. 
T he measures you ta k e 
must 
be carefully 
considered. 
T h e 
struggle begun is against the enemies 
of society and not against society it­ 
self. 
Consequently wholesale r e p re s­ 
sion cannot bo 
approved of. 
Im pru­ 
dent and illegal acts are likely to give 
rise to discontent instead of conducing 
to calm and cannot be tolerated.

intentions of Die emperor are im m u t­ 
able. 
The government firmly desires 
to assist in the am endm ent of the legal 
procedure nun I he- 'la ws Ii it lien o cn- 
forcod which no longer serve their p u r­ 
pose.

Chapter 8 of the General Laws of 


1895 confers upon municipalities the 


power to own, control and conduct wa 


ter works. 
It provides in Sec. 291 that 


the owner of any property connected 


with city mains is holden for the water 


rent of the premises whether occupied 


by himself or others. 
Sec. 295 of the 


same 
chapter provides 
that where a 


municipality owns its own lighting plant 


the provisions of the preceding -ections 


shall apply so far as they may be appli­ 


cable to 
a lighting 
plant.

course, w ill bring Brainerd under the 


provisions of the aid ami will undoubt­ 


edly render collectible a large 
part of 


the light rental now lost.
